Congress will be asked to create the Columbia

All the taxpayers of the nation will put up money to 
find industries for a favored area. 

Not so many years ago, railroad and private elec- 
tric companies were spending their own earnings to 
develop every section of the nation. They helped with 
development campaigns of chambcn of commerce. 
They advertised advantages of cities, counties and 
states In special editions of newspapers which were 
widely distributed. Tliey got out illustrated litera- 
ture to encourage home seekers to settle in every part 
of the country. 

"Wliat a contrast to the present program of tax- 
exempt, tax-financed and tax-promoted business un- 
dertakings which discourage 'and in many cases pre- 
vent normal private development activity which for- 
merly created steady jobs and earnings. 

It is probably out of order to remember the days 
when private enterprise developed the nation's re- 
sources into tax-paying assets, as compared with the 
present program to create tax-exempt burdens for an 
over-taxed people. 

ALL TAXES ARE SALES TAXES 
No form of taxation, is so bittcriy assailed as the 
sales tax. Tlic political "friends of the conrimon peo- 
ple" have been especially virulent in denouncing it, on 
the grounds that the burden of the tax falls more 
heavily oh persons of small and moderate means than 
on the wealthy. 

That is all very well. But a very vital point that 
the people do not realize is this: There is no other kind 
of tax, so far as the effect is concerned, than the sales 
tax. 

Every tax must be paid, and paid in full, by the 
ultimate consumers of goods and products. Every 
tax levied increases the cost of necessities and luxuries 
we need and buy and use. When we buy a pair of 
shoes we must pay a score of taxes — the tax that was 
paid by the raiser of the cattle, by the railroad that 
transported them, by the factory that tanned and cured 
the leather, by the manufacturer, by the distributor, 
and finally, that paid by the dealer is included in the 
cost of the pair of shoes we get. That is true of food, 
clothing, entertainment and everything else. 

The "common people" families of moderate in- 
come — have the most to lose from tax extravagance, 
and the most to gain from tax economy. There aren't 
enough rich in this country to carry the cost of gov- 
ernment for a week- all but a small part of govern- 
ment Income stems indirectly from workers and sal- 
aried people and from those who have a little coming 
in from Investments. The sales tax by name may L^e 
unpopular— but we all pay it. We cannot get rid of 
it— but we can, by mass action, demand governmental 
economy, efficiency and retrenchment that will lower 
its cost.

A history of the disasters in the 
United States in any year is written 
annually by the American Rod Cross, 
according to Chairman John Barton 
Payne, commenting on the report for 
the year nnding Juno 30. 1934. which 
has Just been Issued In Washington. 

"Because of the charter provision 
which places upon the Red Cross the 
rcBponalblllly for disaster relief, our 
chapter and staff workers are notlfled 
of ail calamities of storm nnd fire and 
flood." ho contlnucjd. "The emergency 
period may prove !o be brief. In cases 
where the victims have their own re- 
sources to draw on. While It lasts, 
however, whether H, brings the Immo- 
diato need of food, clothing and shelter 
for the homeless, or entails a program 
of Investigation nnd rohahllltatlon, the 
Red Cross Is the odlctnl dlrocinr of all 
relief.*' 

A great variation In type, and a 
wide geographical distribution, char- 
acleriro the 103 disasters reported last 
year. Tornadoes, hurricanes, hall- 
storms and other storms made up al- 
most one half of the total. Especially 
numerous were the tropical storms 
which swept In from the sea lo the 
Atlantic ond Gulf Coast region. There 
were 21 storms of this typo, establish- 
ing a new record for frequency. 

Next in number to storms were dis- 
asters ot fire, tho report shows. Rod 
Cross aid was given following 25 fires 
In tho United States and Insular pos- 
sessions. The most spectacular was tho 
Chicago stockyards Ore. where Red 
' Cross workers arrived shortly after the 
fire started, administering relief until 
the emergency period passed, giving 
first aid to about 1.000 persons. 

Floods caused serious damage In 
some sections. 17 calling for Red Cross 
relief. Three explosions wero reported, 
and three epidemics of malaria and 
typhoid fever. A school bus wreck was 
one of tho year's tragedies for which 
Red Cross funds wero needed tor re- 
lief nnd rehabilitation. 

"Technique acquired by the Red 
Cross In these disasters and the hun 
dreds of others we have handled is ai 
the service of the public." Chairman 
Payne said. •To make this posslbl- 
the disaster relief service has Issuec 
a manual containing Instructlona fo 
chapters Interested In advance prepo 
rations for emergencies. Disaster In 
itilucs were held last year In 2^ 
strategic locations, to enable Red 
Cross and civic workers to formulali 
plans for possible disaster emergencies 
In their communities." 

Support of tho disaster relief acUvl 
lies of the Red Cross comes from the 
annual roll call held each year from 
Armistice Day to Thanksgiving Day.

There aro several kinds of Juried. 
Most commonly we see references to 
the errand Jury, PelU Jury, and Corn- 
ner'B Jury, The Coroner's Jury Is 
one Bclected liy the Coroner to In- 
vostlgalo the cause of unnatural 
death on the theory that a crime has 
been commlUcd. A Petit Jury is us- 
nally a Jury of twelve persona or less, 
employed In the hearing of lawsuits 
In the various courts of the county. 
A Grand Jury differs from all other 
Juries in that It Is employed only in 
criminal luvosUgatlon. It does not 
hear or try a lawsuit. It docs not 
hear nrgirments of attorneys on lioth 
sides. It only hears such mnttors aa 
are presented to It for Investigation 
by the Court or by the State's Attor- 
ney, or by other means provided by 
law. 

Under the law, twenty-three per- 
sons conatllute a Grand Jury. They 
are tho llrst department provided by 
law to" determine whether a person 
shall he accused and summoned to 
trial for the violation of sor.-e law. 
if they believe some person has com- 
mitted tt* crime, they vote an indict- 
ment (Inditement) which la an ac- 
cusation. If they do not believe that 
there Is sufllcleni evidence to hold a 
person for a trial, the vote "Not a 
true bill." 

Several Inquiries iiavo been made 
whether a lawyer or a judge could 
nerve on a Jury. In tlils respect. It 
might be noted that tho law of Illi- 
nois spccincally provides certain ex- 
emptions as to Jury service aa to cer- 
tain persons. The law reads the fol- 
lowing persona shall be exempt from 
serving as jurors: Tho Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of 
State, Auditor of Public Accounts, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Attorney General, mem- 
ber« of tho General Assembly during 
their term of otnce, all Judges of 
Courts, all Clerks of Courts. Sherlffrf.

To serve as a Juror, the law re- 
quires a person to fbe of the age of 
Iwen.yone years or upwards, and un- 
der sixty-five years old. In the pos- 
seaslon of their natural faculties ond 
not inllun* or decrepit, tree from all 
legal exceptions, of fair character, of 
approved integrity, of aound Judg- 
ment, well Informed, and who under- 
stands the English language.

Stale Department Says That 

Swindlers Are on 

Way Southward 




omclala of the Wisconsin depart- 
ment ofngrlculturo Monday Issued 
a warning to cities In southern Wis- 
conaln that nt least throe swindlers 
wore headed In that direction. Tlie 
new rackets devised by gyp artlsis 
were uncovered by tho Wisconsin 
omclals. Tho activities of tho swind- 
lers concern the buying [of cattle 
and milk and the sale of Bibles. 

The cattlc-buylng racket has been 
worked by a trucker In Washburn, 
BurnetL Wood, Trempcapleau, Mara- 
than and other counties. The truck- 
er approaches farmers with stories 
about the high prices, being paid at 
public auctions In southern WUcon- 
aln and persuades them to let him 
do the hauling. At the same Umc ho 
vastly underestimates the exponaes, 
particularly hia own charges for haul- 
ing and In a number of Inatancoa. 
net returns to farmers have ranged 
from ?1.50 to $3.50 per cow while the 
trucker has charged from »8 to ?10 
per head for hauling. After gyppIng 
farmers In one community, the truck- 
er moves on to another whore he Is 
not known. 

Skips With Milk Money. 
Th^ mllk-buylng racket la carried 
on by fly.by-nlght mrllk dealers who 
Bet up a temporary buying aUtloa In 
some town and offer relatively high 
prices for milk. They generally pay 
a couple of mnotha rent In advance 
and attempt to convince local bual- 
neas men and others In the com- 
munity that they are locating there 
permanently, but at the end of six 
weeks they abscond without paying 
for any of tho milk they have pur- 
chased. 4ind the producers lose. 

The Bible selling racket boa been 
worked only in Madtaon thus far, 
the departmental report states. Aa 
agent representing himself to be 
from a reputa.ble Pennsylvania pub- 
lishing house takoa ordera for Bibles 
and Bible dlctlonarlea, obtaining full 
payments of J2.50 to $7-00 If posalble. 
If the purchaser refuses to make tho 
complete payjnent. the fake-agent ac- 
cepts a down payment of from 50 
cents to a dollar, promising delivery 
In 10 days. In no Instance have any 
deliveries been ■made, and the take- 
agent is now probably working In 
some other community.

How can we prevent a coldt 
Since we know that colds ore catch. 
Ing. we should make every attempt 
to avoid closo contact with those 
who brvo an acute cold. This is 
particularly important during the 
first three days of the disease. 

Some exposure la unavoidable. 
There are a few simple rules to 
follow, however, which probably 
aid in prevenllnsr colds, even If one 
is exposed. The rooms in which we 
live should have a suitable temper- 
ature and hamldily. The supcr- 
bealcd air of an office or aP;rtment 
may reach a Umperalure of 80 d»- 
rrecs. The air becomes as dry as 
Uiat of the desert so that the mem- 
brancfl of the nose and Oiroat b*- 
come parched and «jinot perform 
their normal protective t^r^ci^^^ 
Thli condition predisposes to coldi. 

Ar* W«l F««l Harmful? 

The body surface should be kept 
warm and dry.

According to the latest available 
figures, we have in this country ap- 
proximately 3,000,000 tnile.^ °' ^^gh- 
ways of which only about 130^00 
miles have been provided with a 
high-type surface, and not more 
than 750,000 miles have been sur- 
faced at all. Fully three-quarters of 
our roads are entirely unimproved 
Far more remains to bo done than 
has already been accomplished 
Highway engineering ofTers o new 
of unusual opportunity for thi 
young man planning his career. 

Like nil other branches of the en 
gineering profession, highway en 
gineering requires technical train- 
ing. Surveying and mopping, the 
characteristics of various soils and 
the treatment each requires to serve 
best as a bed for a highway, the 
selection of the best route and moM 
suitable surface for a proposed road 
the proper methods of construction 
for various types of roads, hlghwaj 
lighting and beautificatlon— these 
are only a few of the subjects that
